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Time Notice 
On New Stamps Makes 
Trouble For Dealers 


For some unknown reason_ it 
would appear that the Postoffice 
‘Department at Washington takes 

at pride in misleading stamp 
collectors and dealers with regard 
to the issue of new stamps. 

Several times in the past couple 
of months various newspapers, 
jncluding the leading New York 
papers have carried stories of the 
obable issue of. both the Rail- 
. road and Steamship stamps which 
have just been announced as 
well as a probable new series of 
Asiatic Overrun Nations stamps. 











It is certain that rumors of 
these new stamps came from le- 
gitimate sources within the De- 

ment at Washington and it 
js most probable that decisions 
to issue the stamps were made 
some time ago, yet announcement 
of the Railroad stamp for May 
10th comes with so little time be- 
fore its issue that dealers who 
provide a heavy percentage of 
the First Day Covers are placed 
in a difficult position in prepar- 
ing drawings, having cuts made 
and getting envelopes printed al- 
go‘in getting their advertising 
copy before the collectors who 
buy the covers. 

The announcement broke at a 
time that caught the last week 
issue of every paper without any 
knowledge of the event except 
for a news note in the Western 
Stamp Collector and a full and 
complete story in this publication. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News 
was the only paper of last week 
that carried any dealer adver- 
tising on these new covers and 
that was only handled by putting 
on the pressure and loading our 

imns to the limit. Practically 
ali the copy we carried was 
either late copy, after our usual 
deadline or copy obtained by un- 
usual methods. 

The first copy at hand came 
from the Washington Stamp Ex- 
change who asked for front page 
space. Next came a long dis- 
tance telephone call from the Ca- 
chet-Craft Cover service, we took 
their copy over the telephone and 
wrote the advertisement in our 
office. Copy from Walter Poppen- 
ger of Akron was also taken by 
long distance telephone. The big 
Fidelity copy came by mail, was 
late, but by the cooperation of our 
printers we made the last issue 
with this copy. Thus Linn’s 
Weekly was the first to carry the 
hews and the advertising to thou- 
Sands of collectors all over the 


country, 
That Washington sources of in- 
formation and misinformation

ed by a Washington news item 
by William Stuart in the March 
issue of W. S. C. wherein un- 
der big headlines, Mr. Stuart 
states that the only new stamps 
under consideration are certain 
Stamps depicting the activity of 
our armed forces in far flung bat- 
tle fronts.

New Zealand’s 1855. shilling 
stamp—one of those exquisite en- 
gravings of the young Queen— 
comes in yellow green on blued 
paper. London print, and catalogs 
$70. An elegant specimen with 
four margins and a light cancel- 
lation brought $107.50 in the 
March 28-29 sale of the Grenada- 
to-Rhodésia section of the British 
Colonials” in the “Connoisseur” 
collection which H. R. Harmer, 
Inc., 32 E. 57th St., New York, 
is auctioning. 

The sale realized $16,700, which 
makes a total to date of $72,095 
for the “Connoisseur” collection, 
and “the best is yet to come,” 
says Mr. Harmer, who believes the 
entire series of sales will realize 
mor? than $400,000. 

The first part. a collection of 
Switzerland, brought $25,870 
when H. R. Harmer, Inc., sold it 
two years ago.

Pan American Union 
A Latin American 
Philatelic Agency 


A further step has been taken in 
the parade of the Latin American 
nations establishing a direct con- 
tact between the millions of 
stamp collectors in this country 
and the sources of stamp supplies 
in the southlands. Since Euro- 
pean importations of stamps for 
collectors have ceased and diffi- 
culties involved in obtaining sup- 
plies from other countries have 
increased due to war conditions. 
requests for new mint issues from 
the philatelic section of the Pan 
American Union have increased 
substantially . 

GUATEMALA has just sealed an 
agreement made a short time ago 
by furnishing the Pan American 
Union with an allotment of two 
recent special postal issues, a 15c. 
stamp commemorating the found- 
ing of the city of Antigua 400 
years ago, and a 5c. stamp show- 
ing a portrait of the poet Rafael 


Maria Landivar. Forthcoming 
postal issues will likewise be 
available at face through the 


philatelic section of the union. 

PANAMA has concluded a simi- 
lar agreement with regard to new 
postal issues but no stamps have 
as yet been received from that 
country. It is not certain just 
when or what individual issues 
will be received in the first al- 
lotment. Announcement of their 
character and value will be made 
as soon as they are received. 

Arrangements with COLOMBIA 
have recently been expanded so 
that shortly the Colombian Air 
Mail Stamps issued by Avianca, 
the Air Transport Company, will 
be added to the union’s list of 
available postal issues. 

Although arrangements were 
concluded with the republic of EL 
SALVADOR six months ago with 
the expectation that the first allot- 
ment of stamps would be sup- 
plied shortly thereafter. none 
have thus far been received. If 
and when they are added to the 
stock of the Philatelic section fur- 
ther announcement will be made.

accompanied with return postage.

first flight covers from collectors. 
This is a matter that will be much 
regretted and in so far as collece 
tors are concerned, the mass of 
them who got no cover will wish 
that none had been carried for 
covers were carried as is proven 
by the one in our hands. 

It is evident that persons re- 
cognizing the future value and 
interest of a cover carried on this 
flight did have covers on . the 
plane. Whether they were covers 
carried in the usual manner as U. 
S. Mail or whether there was some 
smart collector who was in touch 
with the right parties and had 
some covers canceled at Los An- 
geles at the right moment, had 
the friend on the plane carry them 
to Washington and turn them in 
for backstamp and forwarding is 
another question but the cover 
we have has every necessary ear- 
mark of legitimacy and no matter 
by what means it madé the trip 
it can never be denied as a cover 
flown on this plane for in no 
other manner could it bear the 
markings as it does bear. 

The face of the cover has a 
lovely cachet, a large oval about 
the size of a large egg in the up- 
per left corner. The lines of 
this oval are broken at thé top 
and between the ends _ of: the 
lines are the initials “TWA.” 
Immediately below is the word 
“Constellation” in large heavy 
script and below that word 
“INAUGURAL FLIGHT” in cap- 
ital letters. Below that line is a 
picture of the plane and below 
the plane, “LOS  ANGELES- 
WASHINGTON / April 1944.” 

The cover bears the new 8c 
airmail stamp and the cancella- 
tion on the stamp is the usual 
circle and the killer with the let- 
ters “AMS” between the killer 
bars. The circle has the words 
“LOS ANGELES, CALIF.” a- 
round the inner top of the circle 
and at the bottom “A. M. F.” 
The important part however is 
the date which is “12 AM/APR 
17/1944” in three lines in the 
center. Then comes the  back- 
stamp on the back of the cover. 

This cover was addressed the 
office of the Weekly at Colume- 
bus, Ohio. The backstamp is at 
Washington, D. C. and is of the

The first flight of Continental 
Airlines extension of AM-29 from 
El Paso, Texas, to San Antonio, 
Texas, which I mentioned several 
times lately has been temporarily 
postponed and is now exjected to 
take place on or about May Ist. 
The flight was originally expect- 
ed to take place on April 15th., 





of the route has caused it to be 
delayed until May 1st. This means 
that collectors in the Texas area 
may still be able to cover the 
flight if they get their covers 
right out. 


The first flight of AM-63 (Los 
Angeles-San Francisco nonstop) 
is tentatively set for May Ist also. 
Are your covers out? 


As I mentioned briefly last 
week, effective April 10th, Bran- 
iff Airways AM-50 was extended 
over the Rio Grande River from 
Laredo, Texas, to Nuevo Laredo, 
Mexico, I am now able to give you 
a few facts about this flight. 
There was no cachets on the cov- 
ers carried on the inaugural flight 
from either San Antonio or Lar- 
edo into Mexico. Covers from San 
Antonio are cancelled at 10-AM 
and from Laredo at 11-AM. All 
covers carried into Mexico receiv- 
ed a backstamp “NUEVO LAR- 
EDO, TAM. CORREO AEREO 10 
ABR 44 = = 1.00” or in other 
words, a receiving backstamp of 
1-PM. I have no idea of how 
many covers were carried. 

In the other direction (Mexico 
into the U. S.), I can’t give you 
any information about it. I pur- 
chased mint Mexican stamps at a 
local dealer and applied them to 
my covers before sending them 
down to Mexico; only to have the 
U. S. Censors return them to me 
because of the regulations pro- 
hibiting the sending of postage 
stamps outside of this country. I 
did: not think it would apply to 
covers such as these, but looks 
like it does. 

If any readers have any covers 
from Nuevo Laredo that are back- 
stamped at either Laredo or San 
Antonio, I’d appreciate their send- 
ing them to me for my inspection. 
Please let me know if they are 
for sale and if so, the price. I 
need about 15 sets for Servicemen. 
Can you help me out? 


The Indianapolis, Indiana, Air- 
port was rededicated on Wednes- 
day, 29th. There was no cachet 
applied to covers; although most 
of them had only 6c postage on 
them and consequently came 
through 2c due. But, this certainly 
can’t be considered a cachet. 

Covers are cancelled at various 
times throughout the day, and 
some covers are known to have 
been cancelled on March 21st or 
March 28th. However, from the 
information I have, March 29th 
is the proper date. 

If any readers have any infor- 
mation about any cachets or other 
special markings applied to cov- 
ers on this event, will they please 
let me know about it as soon as 
possible (send the covers for my 
inspection if you can.) This in- 
formation is needed by the Air- 
port Dedication Committees of the 
American Airmail Society, and 
the Metropolitan Airmail Cover 
Club. 


Just before writing this column, 
I noticed an interesting article 
in tonight’s newspapers (April 17) 
about the Lockheed Constellation 
Airliner making a non-stop flight 
from Los Angeles (Burbank) 
Calif. to Washington, D. C. in 7 
hours; thereby setting a new 
transcontinental record for trans- 
port planes. This plane was flown 
under the auspices of T. W. A. 
and after the flight was turned 
over to the Army Air Transport 
Command. This flight was piloted 
by Jack Frye, President of T. W. 
A. and Howard Hughes. Unfort- 
unately, no mail was carried, Cov- 
ers from this flight would have 
become historical pieces in time

The cricle has “WASH- 
INGTON, D. C.” around the top 
and at bottom “NATIONAL 
AIRPORT STATION” in the 
center is the date “APR 17/12 
PM/1944.” . 
Note that there is just 12 
hours between the cancallation 
of the cover and the backstamp. 
By no other means could _ the 
cover have made its trip as it 
did and gather the postal mark- 
ings as shown. It was then for- 
warded to Columbus, Ohio and 
shows the Columbus Backstamp 
dated April 18, 12 P. M. as the re- 
ceiving stamp and then another 
date of April 18, 2 PM which 
probably indicates the hour of 
dispatch from Columbus to Sid- 


Ohio, April 19th. 

Thus comes another historic 
air mail cover which will make 
hundreds of collectors sorry that 
events such as this are not open 
to the collector as well as to a 
favored few.

There were over one hundred 
blocks each of the 1909 imperts, 
while the 1908 imperfs had a doz- 
en or so sets of center lines. The 
scarce #315, 5c Lincoln imperf 
numbered not only a nice quantity 
of plain blocks, but corner blocks 
and positions as well. Columbians 
and Omahas were complete in 
blocks, while the dollar values of 
1894, 1895, 1902, 1908 and later 
issues were in superb blocks in 
quantities, with both types se 
tenant on the 1894-5’s. 

Proofs were just about com- 
plete, with the 1869 inverts in 
blocks, the rare States, etc. The 
collection was not housed in an 
album, but was in stock books and 
on approval cards, and some idea 
of the extent of the United States 
can be obatined when one Iearns 
that the entire USA part of the 
lot which ran into the high five 
figures could be neatly packaged 
to be carried under one arm. 

The British Colonials were in 
albums, and were just about com- 
plete mint from 1890 on, with a 
wonderful array prior to that 
date. Page after page of a dozen 
or so albums’ were _ absolutely 
complete, superb mint, to the 
Pound values and higher. There 
was also a foreign collection of 
the world which _ all by itself 
would be the envy of many of our 
finest dealers. In United States 
sheets there were quantities of 
just about everything from 1909 
on, with Pan-Pacific complete, a 
pile of Victory’s, ten or so sets of 
Pilgrims, Walloons, Lexingtons 
each, and a stack of White Plains 
sheets that reminded us of the 
days in 1926 when they were be- 
jng sold at face at the Exhibition. 

Yes, there are stamps on the 
market—if one knows where to 
find them. I’m sorry that my in- 
formant has asked me to men- 
tion no names on this particular 
transaction, so kindly do not ask. 


At the Collectors Club last 
week, an incident worth repeat- 
ing occurred.

It shows a scene 
of the Tigris and will be approp- 
riate for the album page of the 
Garden of Eden. 

In order that the collector may 
make up an interesting page, he 
should refer to the Bible often. It 
would be a good idea to buy one 
if none is handy. They can be 
bought very cheap, and no home 
should be without one. Not only 
would this Bible be had for re- 
ference, it also should be good 
reading. 

Next in order is to draw a map 
of the countries surrounding Sy- 
ria, seperate each country with a 
border, and now locate the spot 
where the world first began. West 
of this “spot. draw a line in the 
direction the Tigris flows, we then 
have completed the location of 
the Tigris river and with — the 
stamp located near it, we have 
one side of the page complete.

Surcharge On Ifalian 
Stamps, Limited Issue 


From Russell H, Godard of Po- 
eatello, Idaho comes some _ in- 
formation which he has direct 
from correspondents in Italy that 
should be of interest in cur read- 
ers. 

This news has to do with the 
Italian stamps which were sur- 
charged and used in Italy. D- 
lustrations of one of these stamps 
is shown herewith,

The remain- 
cer of the information might 
best be quoted direct from Mr. 
Godard’s letter. 

From what he calls a “profes- 
sional collector who had a shop 
in town” my brother writes that 
the following quantities were 
printed: 20 centimes, 400,000; 35 
centimes, 70,000; 50 centimes, 
about one million. He further 
states that these were sold only 
in civilian postoffices, with the 
35 centimes being on sale only 
two days at one postoffice. Also, 
“AMP is not now being used in 
most postoffices. I visited one of 
the largest and could not get 
them. Apparently they are go- 
ing out of use, being supplanted 
by regular Italian postage. These 
three denominations are the only 
three put out by AMG. They are 
the complete series.” Hence it 
appears that the remainder of this 
1929 Italian set has not been 
overprinted, nor will others be 
overprinted.
